The Business Department at I. C. Norcom High School supports the principles of both 
basic education and vocational education by offering a total of ten courses which include 
beginning and advanced typewriting, shorthand I, record keeping, bookkeeping, general 
business, business law, clerical office practice, and Clerk-Typist I & II. All courses of- 
fered are available to all students. The department serves more than one-third of the 
school’s enrollment.
